Tennessee. —The. Legislature ot Tennes¬ 
see have nut vet elected a Senator in Congress. 
On tl.e 21st. the House of Representatives 
took up the tesolulbui providing for the election of 
a Senator on the 2‘.Mh, w lilcli w as not agreed to. 
\ resolution w ar theiiinlrodueed fixing tlie 2d 
Oelolier forthe ebxitimi, whereupon Mr. Turney 
moved to amend tlio reselulibn, hy striking out 
all after the word ‘‘Resolved,” and inserting 
“that it is iticonsislent w ith the meaning of the 
Constitution, ami is wholly inexpedient to go 
into tlie election of a Senator to Congress at the 
present session c! the General Assembly." Al¬ 
ter some debate the ll iseadjourned, and on the 
>il the amendment of Mr. Turney was again 
considered, and on .motion of Mr. Allen, so 
mueli of tho resolution as declared the election 
of Senator at tlie present session to lie inconsis¬ 
tent with the meaning of tho Constitution was 
stricken out. Tho amendment was debated 
two days, and finally rejected—ayes 7 uni's 26 
—ae.d tho 5th of Oelolier (this day) was sub 
sequelltlv agreed on by tlio two Houses for 
the election ol a Senator.
